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Debate  on  the  Official  conduct  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treafury, 
(Continued.) 
On  this  qucftion  Mti  Lee  ob- 
feived,  that  there  feemed  to  be  no 
'Objection  to  fuch  a  co'nftmcbon, 
except  that  which  arofe  from  th« 
difference  of  intermit  allowed  by 
thofe  a&t.  That  the  fit  ft  loan 
was  commenced  without  any  regu- 
]jr  authority  by  a  company  in 
Amfterdam — th.at  it  received  Its 
authenticity  from  the  acceptance 
of  tiie  Secretary  of  the  Treafury, 
The  intereft  and  douceurs  on  this 
lenn  amounted  to  more  than  an 
in  rtit  of  rive  percent,  vhich  was 
ti  e  only  premium  contemplated 
bV  the  act  of  the  12th  of  Auguft. 
—It  could  confequenily  be  accept- 
ed only  under  the  act  of  the  a/.h 
of  Auguft,  which  gave  no  limi- 
tation to  the  intereft  which  was 
to  be  allowed.  This  money  feem- 
ed  therefore  folely  applicable  to 
the  payment  of  the  foreign  debt. 
From  his  report  of  the  24th  of  Fe- 
bruary 1791,  the  Secretary  him  fell 
feemed  to  have  had  this  impreffion. 
Cftpgrefi  feemed  slfo  to  have  had 
tnij  :ni(.re(T!OR,as  on  the  3'!  of  March 
f'jilou  ing  they  paf.ed  an  Act  authori- 
fl#lg  the  a j-piicatir  n  of  this  loan  to 
the  object  ot  the  acl  of  the  12th  Au- 
gufli  1795.  After  the  the  3d  of 
March  1 79 1 ,  there-tore,  the  Secreta- 
ry cf  tie  i  reafnry  had  a  right  to 
Bring  tins  money  to  America  tor  the 
purpofes  of  the  finking  fund.  The 
V.tereft  of  the  foreign  debt  becoming 
Cu:,  tor  which  domeftic  revenues 
;  vere  pledged,  he  thought  it  prudent 
to  pay  that  intereft  out  of  tins  loan, 
relvingcn  the  domeftic  revenues  to 
replace  it  for  the  purpofes  of  the 
~  finking  fund.  This  was  a  mode  of 
brmgng  the  money  here,  and  lie  w«s 
hot  limited  in  his  difcretion  as  to 
the  mode  ;  and  therefore  hid  a  right 
to  follow  that  which  appeared  to 
him  moft  advantageous,  Tlie  pay- 
ing of  the  foreign  intereft  out  ot  this 
loan,  was  made  after  the  ail  March 
J79'- 

Mr.  Lee  had  no  doubt  as  to  the 
legality  of  ail  the  proceedings  rela- 
tive to  monies  drawn  10  this  country 
fubfrquentto  the  3d  of  March  1791 
— even  the  monies  borrowed  for  the 
foreign  debt,  becaufe  an  higher  in- 
tereft than  rive  per  cent,  was  ft;pu- 
Isted  for,  on  any  of  the  fubfequent 
loans,  and  becaufe  the  Prefulent,  in 
his  inftruftions  to  the  Secretary, 
leaves  the  mode  of  paying  the  fo- 
reign debt  to  his  difcretion.  If  he 
judg  d  it  for  the  advantage  of  the 
United  States  to  bring  this  money, 
in  the  firft  place,  to  America,  the 
legality  of  fuch  a  mtafure  cmnot  be 
qiuftioned,  tlio'  the  ceconemy  2nd 
fwifdotn  of  it  may  not  be  admitted. 
^*Jn  this  point,  mr.  Lee  acknowled- 
ge^ that  he  had  not  time  examine 
Jnim?tW«vall  the  flatemeots  and  re- 
pors  of  the  Secretary,  to  judge  of 


exigencies  which  induced  the 


drawing  of  all  the  money  which  had 
been  cha^n  to  America. 

Whether  it  had  been  confiftent  or 
not  with  the  intereft  of  the  United 
btatcs,  mr.  Lee  was  of  opinion,  that  , 
the  Secretary  had  legally  a  right  to 
bring  all  the  money  he  had  drawn 
for  to  America,  except  what  was 
drawnprior  io  the  jd  of  March  1791. 
This  money  was  drawn  out  of  the 
fii  ft  loan  ;  it  wasdriwo,  as  declared, 
for  the  finking  fund  ;  the  firft  loan, 
for  the  realons  before  ftated,  could 
not  be  applied,  and  cenfequently,  till 
the  act  of  the  third  of  CVUr'ch  1.791, 
this  money  could  not  be.  legally 
drawn  for  to  the  linking  fund.  Per- 
haps this  a£t  caufed  the  irregularity 
or  this  proceeding. 

But  is  not  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treafury  fubject  to  blame  ?  Mr. 
Lee  obferved,  he  thought  he  was 
not  altogether  free  from  it.  At  the 
meeting  of  Congrefs  the  8th  day  of 
December  1790,  the  Pretident,  in 
his  Ipeech,  informed  both  houfes, 
that  the  firft  loan  had  been  accepted, 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
fury had  directions  to  lay  the  parti- 
culars before  them — But  what  did  he 
do  ?  On  the  15th  of  December  fol- 
lowing, he  began  to  draw  money 
On  account  of  this  loan,  to  America, 
for  the  finking  fund  ;  tho'  from  his 
reporton  the  l^ph  of  February  1791, 
he  appears  to  have  had  a  doubt  as  to 
the  legality  of  this  proceeding — he 
delayed  giving  information,  in  con- 
formity to  the  Prefiueiu's  fpeech,till 
a  few  davs  before  the  difiolution  of 
Congrefs.  This  conduct,  mr.  Lee 
obferved,  feemed  to  argue  a  diftruft 
of  the  legifhtve  Councils.  Mr.  Lee 
di'atid  on  the  ncceiuty  of  the  pureft 
and  moft  confidential  communicati- 
on between  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treafury  and  the  Legill  cure  ;  and 
faid,  tho'  he  could  not  agr.ee  to  the 
reio'ution  then  under  confederation, 
there  wa«  one,  fubfequene  to  it,  rela- 
ting to  this  point,  which  he  was  for- 
rv  to  rind  himfelf  under  the  neceffi- 
ty  of  voting  for." 

Mr.  Boudinot  confidered  it  as 
the  duty  of  the  committee  in  thedif- 
ciiffion  of  the  charges  brought  for- 
ward to  coniine  themfel'ves  ftrictly 
to  the  points  in  queftion.  Theprs- 
fent  examination  differed  from  ordi- 
nary legillative  bufinefs.  Specific 
charges  are  brought  lorwarJ  againft 
a  highly  refbonfible  officer  ;  the  hers 
brought  forward  to  fuppou  thofe 
charges  fhould  be  utideiitood  and 
confidered,  to  form  a  r'ght  judgment 
on  them.  The  Secretary  is  charged 
with  having  violated  a  law  by  pay- 
ing the  interelt  due  on  a  loan  out  of 
the  principal  of  that  loan,  fie  went 
into  fome  ftatements  and  calculati- 
ons to  fKew,  that  the  money  paid 
on  account  of  foreign  loans,  as  da- 
ted in  official  dneuraents,  could  not 
have  been  paid  on  account  of  intereft 
of  the  late  lo3ns,  frotri  the  difpropor- 
tion  of  the  fums. 

He  need  fay  nothing  more,he  con- 
ceived, to  ihew  that  the  aril  charge 


in  the  refdu  ion  immediately  before 
the  committee,,  is.  unfounded.  If 
what  he  faid  was  not  fuftrcient  to  dif- 
prove  it,  he  a!ked,  inhere  is  the  evi- 
dence to  fupport  it  ? 
.  tie  next  turned  re  the  fecond 
charge  in  the  refoliirion,  viz  ;  That 
the  .Secretary  had  made  the,  drafts 
complained  of  v\  ithout  tke  President's 
infiructions.  Here  he  noticed  a 
miftake  fome  gentlemen  had  fallen 
into,  wdien  fpeaking  of  the  call  of  the 
hotife  for  information  ;  this  was  a 
requeft  to  the  Prefulent,  and  not  an 
order  to  the  Secretary.  From  the 
information  communicated  in  confe- 
quence  of  this  call,  it  did  not  appear 
that  the  Secretary  had  acted  w  ithout, 
or  contrary  to  inftrvciions,  and.  he  in- 
fifted,  that  he  ought  to  be  prefumed 
innocent  till  he  was  proved  to  be 
guilty. 

He  argued,  that  the  authori- 
ty given  to  the  Prefulent  in  the 
bulmefs,  put  it  in  his  power  to 
draw  the  whole  fourteen  milli- 
ons to  this  country,  if  he  thought 
fit;  u  could  not,  therefore,  be 
contended,  he  infilled,  that  the 
amount  of  the  drafts,  had  palled 
the  limits  of  the  authoruv  given. 
It  is  not  denied,  he  proceeded, 
that  there  was  a  right  to  draw 
for  the  two  millions  appropriat- 
ed for  the  reduction  of  IfV  pub- 
lic debt  well,  it  has  appeared 

on  a  certain  occafnn,  to  the 
home,  that  our  minifter  in 
France,  negociated  a  contract 
with  the  national  atlembly,  or 
their  officers,  for  the  pavmcnt  of 
S  k>,ooo  dollars  of  the  debt  due 
tnem  here ;  then  certainly  the 
exigency  of  the  cafe,  required 
that  this  fum  fhould  be  drawn 
here  for  the  purchafe  of  provi- 
fions  for  St.  Domingo,  in  which 
this  payment  was  to  be  made, 
Here  then  was  a  politive  necel- 
fity  of  drawing  for2,8  >OjOobdol- 
lars,  and  at  a  difcrettonary  power 
in  t.ie  buhnefe  had  been  left  to 
the  executive,  they  might  have 
found  it  advifeable,  perhaps,  un- 
der an  expectation  cf  additional 
payments  in  the  fame  manner, 
to  have  drawn  over  as  much 
more  as  they  might  have  tho'c 
prudent. 

He  adverted  to  the  applicati- 
on of  the  fecretary  to  the  legii- 
l.i tc  in  declare  whether  the  lo?.n 
obtained,  for  an  inkretf  of  five 
per  cent,  exclufive  of  douceurs, 
might  be  confidered  as  borrow- 
ed under  the  authority  of  the 
2  000,000  act.  It  was  his  (mr. 
tfoudinot'sj  opinion,  at  tl  e  time, 
that  no  explanatory  law  was  ne- 
ceffar)  ;  and  that  the  executive 


had  power  ro  conftme  tH  Sc^iti 
trmfenle.  This  \v?,s  a!!o  the 
feci  eta  ry's  opinion,  and  in  con- 
fcquenie  of  that  opinion,  he  had 
drawn  bills.  He  thought  it, 
however,  right  to  npply  to  the 
houfe  and  have  every  doubt  re- 
moved, and  the.legiflature  fane* 
tioned  his  conftructun  of  the 
law'. .  k.v^ j,   rA^^i^^'-'riJ  a 

It  had  been  Taid,  that  if  the 
legillature  had  a  right  to  con- 
firm, they  alio  had  a  right  to  re- 
ject the  coiififuCtion  put  upon 
the  law  by  the  executive.  This, 
he  conceived,  they  wou!d  not 
have  been  warranted  in  c  • 
after  a  contract,  agreeably  tothat 
conftiudbon,  had  ,  been  .made 
- — i-fuce  a  proceeding  mufc  have 
involved  a  breach  of  contract. 

It  had  been  rep'cateolv  atkrt- 
ed,  and  ftrenuoully  mfiftecl  on, 
that  the  legillaiure  wsie.  jotally 
in  the  daik,  as  to  the  drafts  f  rotri 
riurope.  Todifp  oy«  tr.ts  aikr- 
tton,  he  read  levc-ral  itCttrt  ^rom 
fundry  reports  of  t lie  fecretary, 
where  fums  received  on  accOnn^ 
of  loans  were  fpecihed.  It  li  id 
alfo  been  laid,  that  there  was  no 
evidence  that  any  part  of  the 
loan  was  applied  to,  or  intend- 
ed for  the  purchafe  of  the  public 
debt.  This  alio  appears  un- 
founded from  a  note,  dated  the 
twer.tyfifih  of  Auguft  feyljlteen 
hundred  and  ninety,  laid  before 
the  truftees  for  purchafing  of 
the  public  debt,  which  expreft- 
ly  mentions,  that  a  loan  had  beta 
nego  iated,  part  of  which  was 
deftmed  for  the  purchafe  of  the 
public  debr,and  that  fornepomis 
relative  thereto  wrre  before  the 
prelldent  for  his  approbation. 
This  alfo  Chewed  that  the  prefi- 
dent  had  kh'd* ledge  of  fuch  in- 
trillions.  His  fpceqh  and  the 
report  of  the  fecretary  in  confe-' 
querue  of  part  of  that  ipeecn»' 
which  had  been  fj  repeatedly  re- 
ferred to,  alfo  unequivocally 
prove  this  point. 

He  recapitulated  the  heads  of 
bis  arguments,  and  concluded^ 
that  if  nothing  further  could  ov_ 
brought  in  fupport  of  the  char- 
ges now  before  the  com rv, ,  1, 
they  fhould  have  his  decided  ne- 
gative, ■  ) 
The  committee  then  rofe,  re- 
ported progrefs,  and  obta'nedl 
leave  to  lit  again  in  theevenin''

FO  REIGN  INTELLIGENCE 


LONDON,  March  7. 
The  King  of  Spain  has  lately  fent 
an  invitation  to  all  the  curates,  to 
folicit  his  well  difpofed  fubjects  in 
each  parifh  to  take  up  arms.  Thofe 
who  are  acquainted  with  the  fpirit 
ot  the  nation,  do  not  expect  this  wi;| 
produce  a  great  effect.  The  King's 
invitation  will  have  more  fuccefi;  in 
the  religious  communities,  whofe 
coffers  are  in  a  better  rtate  than  his 
Majefty's.  The  chapter  of  Tole  io 
has  already  made  confiderabie  of- 
fers. 

March  23. 
A  letter  received  this  morning  by 
a  refpecrable  houfc  in  this  ciry,  (fates 
that  his  M;jefty's  (hip  Bedford,  of 
74  guns,  has  been  taken  by  the 
French.  We  hope  this  intelligence 
will  turn  out  to  have  originated  in 
fome  mifappreheniion,  bur  feriousa- 
lirms  are  entertained  for  her  fafety. 

The  Eul  of  Mansfield  died  at 
Caen- Wood,  on  ihe  15th  of  March 
in  the  89th  year  of  his  age,  Lord 
Stormont  fucceeds  to  the  title  and 
ellates.  • 
Mr.  Hope  of  Amrterdam,  wl)o  is 
no*  in  London,  received  a  letter  ye- 
fterday,  which  he  confidered  of  fo 
much  importance  as  to  tranfmit  to 
the  Minifter.  It  rtated,  that  a  re- 
port had  reached  Amflerdam,  that 
the  Prince  de  Saxe-Cohourg  came 
up  with  the  French  armies  between 
St.  Tron  and  Lou  vain,  engaged 
them,  and  gained  a  complete  victory, 
in  which  the  French  '.oft  was  eflima- 
ted  at  12,000  men.  Their  armies 
were  totally  routed  and  difperfed  ; 
this  news  wants  confirmation. 

By  the  French  accounts,  we  learn 
that  on  the  15th  inft.  the  Aurtrians* 
advanced  ports  were  driven  in,  and 
the  rr  1  ach  retook  Tirlemont.  On  the 
j6;b  a  heavy  cannonade  took  place. 

O.i  the  i3rh.  at  feven  in  the  mor- 
ntn£,  the  Frencli  attacked  the  Aurt- 
ria.n  -:— The  Btld  of  battle  wes  New- 
land,  near  Tirltmont ;  they  were 
best  back  by  the  Auftrian»'  center 
and  right  wing,  but  at  three  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  they  pierced  the 
.Au.'frians' left,  when  Clairfart  came 
up  with  a  referve,  and  decided  the 
victory.  The  French  retreated  in 
good  order  ti/1  about  fix  in  the  even- 
ing, when  the  Auftrhn  light  caval- 
ry  got  amo-g  them  and  put  them 
completely  to  the  rowe.  They  loft, 
according  to  fome  account*,  28  pie- 
ces of  cannon,  an  1  according  to  o- 
thers,  34.  The  flaughrer  on  both 
•fides  was  very  great,  but  it  was  im- 
poffible  to  afcsrtaio  the  numbers — 
that  of  the  French  on  the  field,  was 
{aid  to  be  6000  or  7000. 

Portfmouth,  March  19.  The 
"ihips  in  the  harbour  are  ftripped  of 
•very  mars,  for  the  ftset  at  Spithead, 
which  to  the  number  of  nine  fail  or 
the  line,  with  frigates,  Scz.  lie  r«ady 
for  fea  on  the  frrft  notice  from  gov- 
ernment, which  is  every  hour  ex- 
jyected. 

The  French  force  in  the  Chan- 
nel, from  the  beft  information  that 
has  been  received,  coofifti  of  two 
three-deckers,  fix  other  thips  of  the 
line,  and  fix  large  frigates,  among 
which  is  the  Proferpine,  of  forty 
guns,  which  one  of  the  early  intelli- 
gence prints  after  ted  to  have  been 
captured  fome  days  ago.

CHARLESTON,  April  9. 

Yeflerday  morning  the  French 
frigate,  l'Embufcade,  commanded 
by  citizen  Bompard,  mounting  36 
guns,  and  manned  with  three  hun- 
dred feamen,  appeared  off  our  bar, 
vwhere  (he  came  to  anchor. 

L'E tnbufcadc  hjid  a  paftage  of  45 


days  from  Rochfort: — and  brings  a 
confirmation  of  the  declaration  of 
war  againft  England,  Holland  and 
Ruflia.bythe  National  Convention; 
which  was  decreed  on  the  firft  day 
of  February. 

This  vcrtel  was  difpatched  by  the 
French  republic  with  M.  Genet, 
Ambafsador  from  the  executive 
council  of  that  nation  to  the  Prefi- 
dent  and  Congrefs  of  the  United 
States. 

His  excellency,  we  underftand, 
will  this  day  fct  off"  by  land  flB  Phi- 
ladelphia. 

Citizen  Bompard,  commander  of 
l'Embufcade,  is  fon  to  the  vxe- ad  - 
miral of  the  fame  name,  now  in  the 
fervice  of  the  French  republic 

This  vefstd's  arrival,  and  the  va- 
riety of  fpeculations  and  conjectures 
on  her  deftinaiion  and  errand,  fully 
occupied  the  public  mind  yerterday. 

The  ftudied  fecrecy  and  referve 
of  the  officers  and  men,  left  fufficient 
room  for  the  circulation  of  a  num- 
ber of  report',  which  were  varied  in 
rapid  fucceflion — lived  their  little 
hour,  and  then  were  heard  no  more. 

We  forbear  to  repeat  or  give  the fc 
idle  reports  currency,  by  publicati- 
on, as  we  hope  this  day  to  be  favor- 
ed with  many  authentic  particulars 
relative  to  the  ftate  of  the  French  ar- 
mies and  nation;  which  if  fo  favor- 
ed, will  be  gived  at  length  to-mor- 
row. 

The  French  frigate  l'Embufcade, 
of  31  guns,  commanded  by  captain 
Bompart,  in  48  days  p-ffsage  from 
Rochfort,  in  France,  appeared  off 
the  bar  yerterday  morning.  She  was 
bound  for  Philadelphia,  but  adverfe 
winds  obliged  her  to  fleer  for  this- 
port,  M.  Edmund  Charles  Genet, 
adjutant  general  in  the  French  army 
and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  with  two 
fecretaries  of  embafsy,  M.Bournon- 
vi'fe  and  M.  Pafcaf,  both  officers  in 
the  armies  of  the  republic,  came  paf- 
fengers  and  landed  here  with  the  of- 
ficers of  the  frigate,  in  the  afternoon, 
Bv  thefc  gentlemen,  we  are  inform- 
ed, that  WAR,  was  declared  by  the 
French  republic  againft  the  King  of 
England  and  the  Stadtholder  of  the 
United  Provinces,  about  the  ift  of 
February.  All  the  fhipping  in  the 
different  ports  of  France  belonging 
to  thofe  na'ions,  were  immediately 
feized,  and  the  feaman,  mounting  to 
upwards  of  5000,  offered  their  fer- 
vices  si  voluntsers  in  the  French  na- 
vy, rather  than  return  to  their  own 
country  and  fubmit  to  the  tyranny  of 
being  prefscd.  The  French  army 
had  already  befirged  Maeftrichr,  & 
General  Dumourier  was  marching 
to  take  pofseflion  of  Rotterdam  and 
Amfterdam,  where,  it  was  expected 
they  would  be  joyfully  received  by 
the  majority  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  crew  of  the  brig  Sally,  cap- 
tured by  the  frigate,  were  treated 
with  fuch  friendfhip  and  fraternity, 
that  they  offered  to  enter  into  the 
fervice  ot  France, 


Yeflerday  Commodore  Gillon  enttr~ 
tamed  M  Genet ',  the  French  ambaffa- 
dor,  ivith  hi  s  fuite,  the  officers  of  l'- 
Embufcade, and  a  number  of  French  ci- 
tiz.  ens ,  in  an  elegant  and  hoffitable 
flylt,  at  his  houfe  in  this  city. 

Al.  Genet ,  we  areaffure?,  has  taken 
his  paffage  f»r  Philadelphia,  in  the Jhip 
Dclatvare,  dipt.  Arty  whis  is  expedltd 
to  fail  this  day. 

M.  Genet  has  filed fever  al  diploma- 
tic fxtuations — particularly  a  late  em* 
buff,  to  Rutfii. 

The  French  frigate  l'Embufcade  ttik 
ent  prize  on  her  paffage  from  France, 
namely,  the  brig  Sally  from  Nova  Sco- 
tia to  Barbadoet-  The  capture  was 
made  near  Bermuda,  hut  the  prize  is 
net  yet  arrivii.

BALTIMORE,  May  7. 
The  Iateft  Arrivals  from  Europe 
further  advife,  That  the  Emprefs  of 
Rulfia  had  acceded  to  rhe  Coalition 
of  the  European  powers  againft 
France,  and  had  ordered  a  Fleet  of 
ten  fail  of  the  line  to  be  fitted  out, 
to  act  in  concert  with  a  Spanifh 
Squadron  a^ainrt  France—That  ihe 
Republic  of  Vcnicehad  acknowledg- 
ed the  Republic  of  France,  and  ac- 
cepted a  Minifter  from  that  Nation 
That  the  Auftrians  had  made  them- 
felves  mafters  of  Leige,  on  the  5th 
of  March,  tfl  which  they  found  48 
pieces  of  Cannon,  large  Magazines 
of  Hay  and  Corn,  and  upwards  of 
40  000  Mufkets— that  the  Prince

the  armies  of  the  confederate  pow  • 
ers  amounted  to  upwards  of  300,000 
men— that  the  French  had  raifed 
the  feigc  of  Williamftad,  evacuated 
FCkmdert  and  retired  towards  An- 
twerp— and  that  one  hundred  thou- 
fand  pounds  had  been  attached  in 
the  bank  of  England,  by  the  Attor- 
ney General  lodged  there  by  meffrs. 
Bordieu  and  Chollet,  on  the  fuppo- 
fuion  of  its  being  French  property.

Mr.  BRADFORD, 

I SAW  a  piece  in  one  of  your 
late  papers,  exciting  the  people 
to  call  a  Convention  !  But  where- 
fore fhould  a  convention  be  called 
at  this  early  period  ?  Is  not  our 
Conftitution  founded  on  Republi- 
can principles,  and  doth  it  not 
contain  the  eflentlals  of  Liberty  and 
the  Rights  of  Mm  ?  No.  Tho' 
the  chief  part  of  tne  Conftitution 
feems  to  be  tfounded  on  Repub- 
lican principles  and  contains  many 
excellent  things,  yet  I  view  it  on- 
ly like  a  beautiful  fpotted  ferpent 
that  carries  fatal  poifon  in  difguife. 

If  I  make  it  appear  that  there 
is  things  contained  in  the  Confii- 
tution  fubverfive  of  liberty  and  di- 
ametrically oppofite  to  true  repub- 
lican principles,  that  it  is  not  only 
pregnant  with  the  feeds  ot  arirto- 
cracy,  but  hath  already  produced 


an  odious  ar'llocratic  monfler.  I 
fay,  if  I  prove  all  this  clearly  to 
the  full  fatisfadtion  of  my  candid 
readers,  I  mak?  no  doubt  bur  a 
large  m:jor;t;.r  of  my  fellow-citi- 
zens wJi}  cordially  Join  ukh  m: 
and  fay  that  a  conven'ion  ought 
to  be  immediately  called,  in  order 
to  reftore  us  to  our  natural  rights 
and  to  the  privileges  which  we  fur-, 
inerly  enjoyed. 

The  Conrtitution  in  Artlc'e  Xlt 
Section  2d.  fanh,  that  all  power  is 
inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  ffes 
governments  are  founded  on  their 
authority  and  ifirtituted  tor  theif 
peace,  fafety  and  happinefs." 

But  you  may  fee  how  this  ineftU 
mable  acknowledged  forecited  tr<f 
is  evidently  Contradicted  in  Arti- 
cle I.  Section  10th. — There  we  arc 
told  that  the  Senare  is  to  be  appoin- 
ted by  electors — they  do  not  go 
immediately  to  the  acknowledged 
fountain  head  of  liberty,  (that  is 
the  people,)  hut  m.ikes  a  danger- 
ous remove  of  power  by  taking  ic 
out  of  the  immediate  hands  of 
the  people. 

What  I  complain  of  in  our  Con- 
rtitution, is,  rhe  way  our  Senate  is 
appointed,  and  the  exorbitant  pow- 
er wherewith  our  Governor  and 
Senate  is  vefied  —Can  there  be 
any  reafon  for  taking  the  power 
immediately  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
people  ?  Are  we  to  expect  a  purer 
uri*k  of  water  by  going  away  f^r 
from  the  fountain  head  ?  Can  elec- 
tors from  Mafon  county  know  how 
to  chufc  a  Senator  for  Jtfferfbn 
better  than  the  people  of  that  coUn- 
ty  ?  I  apprehend  that  Senators  ap- 
pointed in  this  way  are  only  fpnri- 
ous  members  and  not  the  immedi- 
ate reprden:aiives  of  the  people.— 
How  13  it  confift'ent  with  republi- 
can principles  that  one  Senator  ap- 
pointed by  electors  for  four  years 
fhoul  I  have  as  much  power  as  four 
members  of  the  Hotfe  of  Reprefen- 
tatives  who  are  immediately  elected 
by  the  people  annually  ?  Yet  this  is 
the  cafe  according  to  the  prtfent 
Conrtitution. — Or,  how  is  it  con- 
fident with  reafon  to  give  thofe  Se- 
nators four-fold  power,  except  we 
could  by  fome  means  be  infallibly 
aflureil  tint  they  are  alfo  endowed 
with  four  fold  wildom  and  virtue  r* 
Yet  norwithftand.ng  all  the  above 
deviation  from  liberty  contained  in 
the  Conftiiution,  our  laid  Conrti- 
tution faith  in  Art.  XIl.  Sect.  5th. 
that  all  elections  fh.Jlbe  tree  and 
equal. 

Our  late  Convention  in  \Vn  Bill 
of  rights,  candidly  held  forth  the 
natural  rights  of  mankind,  but 
in  the  practical  part  tiiey  acted  in 
direct  oppofition  to  their  own  a- 
vowed  public  declarations  ;  which 
wid  more  fully  appear  when  we 
take  a  wew  of  the  Governor  and 
Senate's  power  collectively. 

The  Governor  and  Senate  has 
thegiving  of  a'.moft  all  commiffions, 
and  the  Scna'e  has  the  power  of 
filling  ail  vacancies  which  may  hap- 
pen in  Senate  :  no  \ ,  in  the  courfe 
of  one  year  four  Senators  refigned 
their  feats  for  more  profitable  ports, 
and  confcq  icntlv  tour  others  were 
created  by  the  Senate.  As  fix  Se- 
nators has  the  power  of  palfing 
a  negative  on  any  bill  that  comes 
from  the  Houfe  of  Keprcfentatives, 
confequently  fhould  the  people  una- 
nimoufly  petition  for  a  redrefs  of 
grievances  and  the  Houfe  of  Re- 
prefentaiives  draw  a  bill  in  con- 
formity to  thofe  petitions,  tour 
felf-crcated  independent  beings  and 
t.vo  fpurious  members  will  have  it 
in  their  power  to  controul  the. 
whole  State. 

Is  not  this  a  monflrous  degroc  cf 
siriftocracy?  Who  would  have 
thought,  about  the  end  ot  the  late 
war  with  Great  Britain  that  we 
woold  fo  foon  refign  our  d?ar- 
bought  liberty.
